U.S. BOONOMY HEADED FOR ‘DEEPER RECESSION’ 
OW220749 Beijing XINHUA in Englieh 0725 GMT 22 Jul . 


[Text] Washington, 21 Jul (XINHUA)=-As the recession of U.S. economy is 
worsening, the White House predicted a higher unemployment through the end 
of 1981 and forecast large oudget deficit for fiscal 1980 and 1981. 


In a “mid-session review of the 1981 budget" presented to the Congress, the 
Carter Administration said, the economy is experiencing a deeper recession 
than expected earlier this year. The rate of unemployment, which has reached 
7.7 percent in the last 2? months, is likely to rise somewhat further during 
the second half of this year, reaching 8.5 percent for the final quarter 
“Economic recovery is expected to begin around the end of the year, but to 
proceed slowly during 1941 with unemployment remaining at about 8.5 percent 
in the absence of policy changes,” the review says. 


Meanwhile, inflation will continue to be unacceptably high. As measured by 
the Consumer Price Index, inflation will increase 12 percent this year and 
9.8 percent in 1981, the review adds. 


The economic forecast is much gloomier than the prediction in mid-March 
which forecast a 7.25 percent unemployment rate and a lower inflation rate 
by the end of 19861. 


As a result of the sharp recession which has increased spending for unemploy- 
ment compensation and some other social programs and has reduced expected 
federal tax revenue, there will be a budget deficit of 60.9 billion dol- 
lars in fiscal 1980, which ends September 30. This is an increase of 24.4 
billion dollars from the estimate made in mid-March. A budget deficit for 
fiscal .981, which begins October 1, will be 29.8 billion dollars. This 

is a 46.3 billion dollar swing from the 16.5 billion dollar surplus esti- 
mated in mid-March when Carter submitted a revised balanced budget to 
Congress. 


The economic re. ew does not include any assumption for a tax cut in 1981. 
However, the Carter Administration continued to say that it is “quite likely 
that a tax cut will be desirable in 1981. But it is not appropriate to propose 
one now.”

U.S. ECONOMY TUMBLING AT 9,1 PERCENT ANNUAL RATE

{Texc]) Beijing, 19 Jul (XINHUA)=--The U.S. Gross National Product tumbled 
at an annual rate of 9.1 percent in the second quarter of this year (April- 
June), equal to the worst quarterly decline during the last 1974-75 reces- 
sion, according to Washington reports quoting the U.S. Commerce Department 
yesterday. 


The decline in real Gross National Product--the inflation-adjusted output 
of goods and services--is the steepest since the department began keeping 
these records in 1947, 


The current recession is characterized by falling demand and not, as in the 
1974-75 recession, by excessive stockpiling by trade and industry. The de- 
crease in real output last quarter was attributed to a sharp 9.6 percent 
falloff in final sales mainly in the consumer sector, housing and autos 

in particular, as a result of tighter credit restrictions imposed in mid- 
March. 


According to the Federal Reserve Board, the U.S. central bank, U.S. indus- 
trial production in June fell by 2.4 percent, the same as in the previous 
month and the fifth monthlydecline in a row. Sales of the “big three" U.S. 
auto makers slid more than 30 percent this year, with over 300,000 workers 
being laid off. 


Meanwhile, inflation, as measured by the so-called implicit price deflator, 
rose at an annual rate of 10.4 percent in the second quarter, compared with 
a 9.5 percent increase in the first quarter, the Commerce Department said. 


Personal incomes rose 0.4 percent in J.mewhile expenses rose 1 percent, with- 
out taking account of inflation. There was a continued marked fall in savings. 


The severe recession has caused popular concern as well as close at ention 
among the political circles, as the U.S. Presidential election scheduled for 
November is drawing near.

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CRIMINALS AT LARGE -- ONE FACET OF U.S. SOCIETY

(Text) In Washington, D.C. I had an opportunity to attend a 
senate investigation committee hearing and listen to a witness 
(Hawei) testify about the Mafia in Kansas City, Missouri. 
Because (Hawei) is opposed to the Mafia plan to change 

one area of the city, now a historical tourist area, back into 
a “red light district” as in the past, he has suffered in a 
number of ways. His father (originally a Mafia member) was 
killed, his son was beaten and he has been forced to quit his 
profession, leave his home, family and friends, change his name 
and move to another area. 


America is a country °f rule by law and where the authority of 
the judicial organs is everywhere apparent, so why is it that 
toward the average person they are incorrupt and impartial, 
easily making arrests and imposing fines, but that where the 
evil-doing criminal gangs are concerned they are powerless? A 
look at American history and present conditions regarding these 
matters will perhaps provide answers or at least some clues. 


Let us continue to use Kansas City as an example. In the early 
part of the 20th century, the nearly hundred year old prohibi- 
tion movement reached a high tide. In 1919, the federal govern- 
ment passed a constitutional ammendment prohibiting the manu- 
facture, sale and transportation of alcoholic beverages. Follow- 
ing passage of the Prohibition Act, the illegal manufacture, 
sale and transportation of alcohol rapidly developed. The parts 
of Kansas City peopled by immigrants are like cities apart and 
always have had strong underworld organizations. They used 
their broadranging social connections, capzeble and experienced 
organizational abilities, as well as extortion and threats, 
Violence and intimidation to quickly join together and form an 
enterprise called “United Sugar" ardmonopolized the city's 
illegal manufacture, sale and transportation of alcohol,

A Leading 
figure in this was John Laz.a, &@ Sorucr federa, poison inmate, 
At that time the mayor of Kansas —ity was ‘nomas Pendergast, 
infamous for polictial corruption. These two forces, on: eager 
for a source of wealth, one seeking a legal umbrella, quickly 


formed a union. Lazia used ali of the organizational and other 
Capabilities of nis illegal business to get votes for Pender- 
gast and was able to successfully control elections in the city. 
They had control over appointments of officials to all the im- 
portant financiai and legislative departments. In 1932, even 
the Missouri State Police were transferred to Kansas City cur 
trol. At that time the two men worked closely together to con- 
trol city hall. Thirty percent she police officers hed 
criminal records, and the city was wide open to all types of 
illegal and vulgar behavior. In the i934 city elections several 
hudred thugs violently beat workers not in support of the 
bosses. On election day four people were «xiiled and several 


hundred were injured. No one darec interfere. 
There were very deep contradictions in the gang. Lazia was 
murdered in 1934. Pendergast wa Naole to survive without 


forceful support and before many aays he discussed a deal 

with Lazia's successor Charles. Pendergast permitted iilegal 
gambling and corrupt business activities to operate openly. 

To receive this special favor, each iilegai activity nad to 
make payoffs, and Charles sent someone around each month to 
collect the money. A large amount was first used to bribe 
investigators and police officials, while the rest was divided 
60-40 with 60 percent going to the heads of the illegal 
operations and 40 percent going to Pendergast, who montaAly went 
to a northside political club to coliect nis payment. In the 
1936 elections about 50,000 of the ballots were those of "dead 
souls” or the iike, and these fake ballots were about a fourth 
of the electorate; names were even taken off tombstones and 
used. This was all too odvious and the federal government step- 
ped in and made almost 300 convictions, In 1939 Pendergast was 
convicted by the federal government Sor income tax evasion. 
Charles was convicted for giving faise evidence and for income 
tax evasion. From then on the Kansas C_ty state police were 
returned to control of the state government, and the wanton 
misuse of official authority thus came under control. 








However, The Mafia ieader Char.es soon made & Comeback to 
directly control the union between politics and crime in Kansas 
endcontinue his criminal acts. in the 1946 congressional 
elections he even smashed ballot boxes in order to control the 
results. In the 194% Missour! state elections, Charles's 
Criminal gang made large “political contributions” and the pay- 
off was the wide-open operation of their corrupt activities, a 
restoration of their golden age of the 19308. When the state 
overrment was un idle to return state police control to 

harles, he then oought them off with huge bribes. In 1950 
Charles and his thugs Were aseaseinated in their political 
Club, their bodies ‘falling in front of a large picture of 
President Harry S. Truman. This shocking incident took place in 
the political base of then President Truman and became a focus 
of national attention. In congressional hearings many witnesses 
testified that under the protection of the Kansas City govern- 
ment the criminal gangs had been able to have “booming business" 
for several generations. in 195}, tne Kansas City syndicate 
(the public term for the garg) took steps in collusion with 
some officials in tne municipal Department of Justice to permit 
the syndicate to freely operate, gambling, prostitution, store 
and sell stolen goous on condition that they control the amount 
of armed robbery, breaking and entering and other violent 
crimes taking place in the city. This plot was revealed in 1961 
after a large-scale inves :igation of Jackson county, which 
contains Kansas City. After this revelation, the people felt 
that such a corrupt arrangement, which traditionally was seen 
to have some benefit desoite the other illegal aspects, was 
just too much to take. The federal government directly inter- 
vened and the second-in-comman? of the state police was con- 
victed of illegal tax evasion while the others who were impli- 
cated were gradually ousted form their official positions. 


In the 60s and 70s, the U.S. Lepartment of Justice had several 
important cases in this area and conditions improved somewhat. 
However, because of the murder of witnesses and legal manipula- 
tions, a criminal who was unquestionably guilty could maneuver 
for 7 or § years and still aot be convicted. A Justice Depart- 
ment official who is thoroughly familiar with conditions in the 
Kansas City criminal gangs said that Kansas City is still 
suffering from those criminals because our predecessors used 
them to chase money and votes and (in the past) went along with 
their violent and corrupt behavior. Relationships of this type 
went on for many years, allowing them to successfully develop 
and operate on a large scale outside the law. There were very 
skilled in criminalactivities, controlled iuge amounts of 
capital, had very strict internal discipline and swore oaths of 
secrecy. They used intimidation, bribery, oostruction and murder, 
placing themselves above the law. If a criminal gang knows that 
it can threaten and murder people without fear of punishment, it 
naturally will continue to act in this way. 











Altnough the problem of crime in America today ciffers from 
that of Kangas City in previous times, the problem s°'ll exists 
and moreover has developed somewhat. The criminals now not only 
have their special organized activities but have crossed racial 
and etnnic lines and have penetrated legal organs and groups. 
According to official estimates, the illegal income of criminal 
organizations runs between 121 and i68 billion J.S. dollars pe: 
year, In 1978, sales of illegal drugs alone were worth 44 to 63 
bi lion U.S. dollars, while that same year America's largest 
petroleum company Exxon had net profits not exceeding 50 billion 
U.S. dollars. 


Whenever the problem of crime is brought up, American friends 
are always both angry and frustrated and says “Our laws protect 
criminals! Our so-called democracy is paying a debt that 

never can be cleared!" 


At the senate hearings that day, when the boss of the Kansas 
City eriminal gang against which the victim (Hawei) had testi- 
fied was giving his own testimony, the most frequent answer he 
gave to the questioning, especially concerning some key issues, 
waS a Single sentence: “I invoke the Fifth Ammendment which 
protects a - ‘icen from testifying against himself." The out: 
come of the hearing was that of a deaf person watching fire- 
crackers: all to no avail.

PARTY STUDYING PROMOTIONS OF LNDUSTRIAL WORKERS

[Text] Editor's Note: To strengthen the political 
ideological work of staff promotions, we must first do a 
good job of carrying out ideological education work for 
party members in order to develop their role as models and 
leaders in promotion work, and thus to influence and spur 
on the masses and guarantee the successful completion of 
staff promotion work.

i, Unify thinking and correct attitudes. When the promotion work first 
began, some party members had ideas that were not correct. Those with a 
great deal of longevity considered themselves “sincerely certain of a 
raise;" those with short longevity considered themselves “out of contact;" 
those who had experienced a production accident considered themselves 
“without status.” There were also some who believed that “as for promotion, 
it is all up to the leadership,” <tc. Aiming at these ideas, the party 
committee of the station organized party members to study deeply the report 
by the Fifth Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee and documents 
concerning staff promotion work, and developed special discussions within 
the organizational life of the party on “how Communist Party members should 
approach the current promotion work.” This was done to make the party 
members clear on the significance and policy of promotion work and to make 














them understand what 4 part) semeer s ait litude toward it ought to be, 

Aiter the discussion, Many partly SeMbers, one after another, expressed 
their determination to present @ report to the party organization on the 
mase character of (he work examination and appraisal of promotions, and to 
eOnsider it an appraisal of party @embere by the masses, Party member Ding 
Jinshan, af ofeduty employee at the station, told the party beaneh that 
@lthough he had a great deal of longevity and his wages were low, because 
the country is stil) in difficulty, he should firet, in promotion work, be 
compared with othere [rom the etandpetat of hie contribution and his 
ideology, a8 weil ae trom hie advancement of all phases of work. Many party 
members clarified the funetions they should develop in promotion work, 
spontaneously and actively he ping the teams carry out the propaganda work. 
Party member Su Yiaod! of the fourth erew talked personally to each of the 
29 workers of the crew, Under the eadership of the party members, the 
broad masses have dealt with promotion work relatively correctly. 





2, Coneciously resist style that is incorrect with reapect to the “eriteria,' 
After the etaf{ promotion work began, some of the masses turned to party 
members for “explanations,” “assietance,” ecc. The party branch at the 
station quickly organired party members to restudy and compare themselves 

to the “criteria,” requiring party members to talk of party spirit and of 
principles, to consciously carry out party policies, not to engage in 
factionalism, and net to be swayed by personal considerations. One of the 
staff members sent a present to the home of Yuan Zhonghuan, deputy secretary 
of the party committee and stationmaster. Yuan reported the facts to the 
Organization as an ordinary party member, and then sent someone to call 

on the staff member and explain party policy to him. Another staff member, 
having been responsible for a train being late on one occasion, became 
concerned that it might influence his promotion. Therefore he sought out 


Gu Xianggong, leader of the party group in the second crew of the down yard, 
to explain it to the leaders and express the hope that when tie time came 
for his appraisal, Gu would “make allowances” and deduct a little less. Gu 


patiently explained to him that aaking allowances was noc permitted under 
party discipline, that he should trust in the masses to be able to seek 
truth from facts and inspire him to learn a lesson from his responsibility 
for the lateness and to concentrate his energies on production. The employee 
wae happy to accept these ideas. 


3. Make a timely discovery and commend advanced model workers. After the 
promotion work moves into appraisal by the masses, the station party com- 
mittee will uncover in a timely manner and publicize advanced examples 
from among the party members, and will energetically publicize this advance- 
ment through various methods such as bu’ letins, blackboard reports, work- 
of-mouth commendation, or the holding of exchange meetings.

In April 1967, father had already been placed "in isolation for sel f- 
examination" ‘or more than 6 months. A responsible person of the 
special case office suddenly paid him a personal visit. He said to 
father: "Now you can render a firet ciios service! If you can prove 
that Liu Shaoqi is a renegade, you will immediately proceed to Diao- 
vutai to talk with the central leader. The car is at the door.” 
Father asked: "By central leader, are you referring to Kang Sheng 
{1660 3932]7" When answered in the affirmative, father informed him 
clearly that, working in the Central Organization Ministry for 21 
years, he had never heard anything, nor come across any information, 
that indicated that Liu Shaoqi was a renegade, and he flatly refused 
to fabricate anv evidence for them. 





Not long after father was put in prison in January 1968, the same 
responsible person came to continue with his inducements. He told 
father: "The first class service has been rendered by someone. If 
you can  «.pplement the proof that Liu Shaoqi is a renegade and render 
a second class service, it will be greatly to your advantage." He 
also said: “Don't you want to see your wife and children?" Father 
replied: “I not only wish to reunite with my family, but I want to 
work for the party even more.

the party's organizational work. The comrades of the older genera- 
tion talked about his work. 


in his long working practice, father acquired a special ability to 
judge and observe people. He was skillful in approaching and under- 
standing people and in performing meticulous work on them. His know- 
ledge of the cadres and his ability to make proper assignments wore 
not due to any natural talent, but because he cruly understood the 
important significance of the party cadres in realizing the party's 
great cause. For this reason, he devoted his entire energy to his 
work. 


In educating and training cadres, father always opposed punitivism. 

He dialectically analyzed che achievereonts and mistakes of the cadres 
by seeking the truth from the facts. While requiring strictly of 
them, he did not demand perfection or make endless criticisms. At a 
meeting of the Personnel Department of the Government Administration 
Couneil in 1951, he said: "We must obeerve the cadres in the funda- 
mental aspect; we must aot follow metaphysics. It is impossivl» for 

a person not to make mistakes. Actually, everyday it is possible for 
us to say the wrong words and do che wrong things. If the wrong 
words and wrong things are recorded cveryday, and all the wrong words 
and wrong things in the 365 days of the year are collected together, 
then, any cadre may be turned into a ‘counterrevolutionary.' This is 
called knocking down at one stroke, which is a wrong policy.” This 
simple statement tells one commonplace yet important principle: A 
communist party member must not be afraid of making mistakes, and the 
party organization must create an environment to protect and encourage 
those with the courage to aamit and correct mistakes, so that everyone 
will constantly reexamine himself, launch self-criticisms and willing- 
ly accept the inspection and supervision of the comrades. 


Father's attitude brought him a rare advantage: The cadre masses ali 
willingly told him the truth and made honest reports. It enabled him 
to perform his work with his feet planted on solid ground. de was 
able to promptly rectify the mistakes, the erroneous handling of some 
cadres and the improper promotion of others. At the Lushan Confer- 
ence, he incorrectly took part in the struggle against rightwing 
opportunism. When he heard the reports on the extreme hardships suf- 
fered by the masses in Ar ii and Henan, he and the comrades with him 
could not refrain from tears, and he immediately made a report to 
Premier Zhou. 
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Father was concerned over the cadres and cherlahed them, Such clase 
sentiments primarily came from his deep love tor the party and for 
the people's cause, and also from the education and influence of the 
revolutionaries of the older generation. He once told us the follow- 
ing incident: In early 1928, after the destruction of the Henan pro- 
vincial party committee, father was arrested. One day, a “criminal” 
wrapped in an old blanket was carrled tnto the prison. Seeing this 
man covered with blood from severe tortures, father knew that it was 
a comrade. While the enemy's cruelty enraged him, it also incrersed 
his feeling of love for the unknown comrade. Everyday, he cleaned 
his wounds and took care of hie personal needs. After 1 month of 
painstaking care, the wounded comrade gradually recovered. Subse- 
quently, father discovered that it was Comrade Ren Zuomin [0117 0155 
10466). Father was chen only a teenager. The indomitable revolution- 
ary integrity of this revolutionary of the older generation and his 
interest in and educa tion of the young comrade produced a great in- 
tluence. Father frequently expressed to us his fond memory of the 
martyr. 

In the 10 years of calamity, Lin Biao and the "gang of four," toge- 
ther with Kane Sheng, condemned a large group of important party ca- 
dres as "renegades," "special agents" and "capitalist roaders."” Fa- 
ther worried and suffered alongside each and everyone of them encoun- 
tering persecution and torment. 


'o Huainan, father constantly inquired about the conditions of many 
comrades. Unable to sleep at night, he talked to us until dawn, 
feeling comforted over those who were rehabilitated, indignant over 
those who had died from persecution or who still suffered humiliation 
similar to him, and regretful over those who had changed and followed 
the "gang of four," hoping for their early repentance. 


Father asked us about Comrade Dong Bian [5516 6708] many times. When 
we said that we did not know her, he told us about the misfortune of 
Comrade Tian Jiaying | 3944 1367 5391]. As Comrade Dong Bian was Com- 
rade Tian Jiaying's sweetheart, he worried that she might have encoun- 
tered similar fate. At the end of May last year, father, who was in 
hospital, again asked us why there was no news of Comrade Tian Jia- 
ying's rehabilitation in the newspapers. (He was rehabilitated 
since). He asked us to visit Comrade Dong Bian and find out whether 
she had contacted the organization about Comrade Tian Jiaying and, if 
she had not, was it because of some apprehension. He felt that Com- 
rade Tian Jiaying's case should have been solved. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four," together with khang Sheng's clique, 
made groundless and malicious attacks. To destroy father, they ne- 
gated the party's organizational line of more 2 decades as well as 








the entire Central Miniatry of Organization. Such absurdity and pre- 
posterousness are rare in the worid! for the poiitical goal of ' 
usurping the party and seizing power, these rascal: fabricated his- 

tury, and they were punished by history. Recently, the Party Central 

Committee decided to rehabilitate the Central Mintstry of Organiza- 

tion prior to 1966 and all the comrades who had been implicated. The 

truth of the Central Ministry of Organization was finally made known 

to all,

Some 4 weeks before his death, father suddenly grasped his Little 
granddaughter's hand tightly and said with deep feeling: '"Maomao, 
how about returning to Huainan together?" Huainan, a new industrial 
city, was a place where father had never been. To Jian Qing and Kang 
Sheng and their gang, it was precisely the place to imprison father 
and tsolate him from the people. Thus, at the end of May 1975, they 
exiled him there. Though living under supervision, father formed a 
lasting bond with the masses. Now, when he was critically ill, his 
thoughts returned to Huainan where he had lived for 3 years and 7 
months and to the people living on the land whom he loved and lived 
with. 


Under Shungeng Mountain, on the bank of the Huai River, father met 
many basic level party cadres, technicians and worker masses. They 
respected him and considered him one of their own. They revealed to 
him their eager desire for the truth, hoped to hear the party's true 
history from him, and asked him to explain the current policies on 
readjusting the various items of work. Father was concerned over 
their production and living and worried over the difficulties encoun- 
tered by them. After liberation, father had never had a chance to 
live among the people for such an extended period of time. Like an 
elementary school student studying anew, he listened attentivesly to 
the words from the bottom of the people's hearts, observed in depth 
their feelings of doubt and anger, and spread the party's true his- 
tory, glorious tradition and superior style. After each conversa- 
tion, he would always conclude by saying: "Please set your mind at 
ease. The problem will be solved sooner or later.” In his conversa- 
tions with the masses, he never sidestepped the sharp issues. He 
expressed his heartfelt joy when Comrade Deng Xiaoping again took 
charge of the work of the Party Central Committee, saying: "Comrade 
Deng Xiaoping is decisive, able, and popular with the people. In 
charge of the work of the Party Central Committee, he will have the 
support of the people." When his children, at times startled by his 
incisive words, advised him to use more restraint, he replied force- 
fully: "Is there anything which a true comnunist party member cannot 
say to the people? Don't be afraid!" He cherished the masses, and 
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lived in their love. The masses shielded him, helped him, and felt 
concerned over him. They often said to him: "Mr An, please take 
care of your health. You will one day work for the party again." To 
work for the party againe--it was what father hoped. To reach this 
goal, and to show appreciation for the encouragement given him by the 
good and honest people of Huainan, he, during his stay in Huainan, 
constantly reexamined the mistakes in his work in the past, and con- 
sctously cultivated and tempered himself in the depth of his ideology. 


After the "Tiananmen Incident" in 1976, the reactionary "gang of 
four" again wanted to eriticize and struggle against him, but encoun- 
tered the resistance of the basic level party organization and the 
broad cadres and masses. Those who were thwarted said ferociously: 
"The ideological line of a considerable portion of the cadres and 
masses here is not clear, and they are politically confused. It is 
outrageous for An Ziwen, a counterrevolutionary, to have so many 
visitors at his house. He must be strictly controlled and punished!" 
History again ruthlessly mocked this group of rascals. Bagong Moun- 
tain of the "Battle of Fei River" is on one side of Huainan. In face 
of the people's angry tide, they also turned into pitiful wretches 
suspicious of danger at the slightest sound. 


In December 1978, to rehabilitate the "61 persons," the Party Central 
Committee notified father to return to Beijing. Prior to his depar- 
ture, someone who had never met him actually wanted to reinforce his 
escort. Hoping to put an end to such senseless bureaucratic style, 
father said with a deep meaning: "I have lived in Huainan for more 
than 3 years, and always among the masses. The masses protect me, 
and IT am very safe. It is not necessary to take any special precau- 
tions now. No need to separate me from the masses!" 


IV 


Upon returning to Beijing, father accepted new assignments, came to 
the Central Party School, and again plunged into tense and busy work. 


He made a daily schedule for himself: Rising at 6 am everyday, going 
to work at 7:20 am, and starting work at 8 am sharp. He constantly 
indicated to us that, as he had not worked for more than 10 years, he 
must intensify his work and clarify and become familiar with the 
ideological conditions of the new and old cadres. More and more peo- 
ple came to see him in the evenings and on holidays. Thus, besides 
working in the office, he received group after group of visitors. He 
was tense and somewhat tired everyday, but cheerful spiritually and 
enjoyed the ease of mind, because his desire to work for the party 
again during his long imprisonment was finally realized. 
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On 22 March last year, father came to the party school to jc an the 
comrades in planting trees. He always regretted the lack of dense 
forests and green grass on our beautiful land, Therefore, he was 
very enthusiastic. The weather at the end of March was chilly, and 
he fell ill the next day. All kines of ailments latent in his body 
due to the long imprisonment and torment suffered by him broke out 
all at once. It started with a cold, followed by a low fever, then 
liver and kidney troubles, and finally cancer.... 


Lying in his sickbed, father courageously faced the challenge of his 
illness. When his condition became more and more serious and he 
found it increasingly difficult to speak and move around, he con- 
sclentiously prepared the draft of a written speech for the 5th 
Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, dictated what he 
had learned from studying "a Number of Guiding Principles on Intra- 
Party Political Life," and asked someone to arrange an article writ- 
ten by him in memory of Comrade Liu Shaoqi which discussed his im- 
pression on Comrade Liu Shaoqi's thinking on party building. In the 
three articles, he expressed what had been daily on his mind after 
he, as an old organizing worker, resumed work. His thoughts, words, 
and writing were identical. 


"Today, in a certain sense, our party is faced with the task of re- 
forming itself again." 


"At the several revolutionary turning points in our party history, 
whenever the link of reeducating the cadres was grasped, the shift 
was fairly smooth. The shift of the emphasis of the party's work 
this time, compared with the several shifts in history, has a greater 
significance and faces a greater resistance." 


"Il feel that in party building and in revising the party constitu- 
tion, our 12th Party Congress must stress the study of 2 issues: 1. 
How to prevent a repetition of the Lin Biao, "gang of four" and Kang 
Sheng disaster. 2. How to build our party into a party truly pos- 
sessing the ability to lead the masses in realizing the four moderni- 
zations." 


"We must conscientiously study the social and historical conditions 
permitting the emergence of Lin Biao, the "gang of four" and Kang 
Sheng and find a historical materialist answer. We must conscien- 
tiously determine what defects and weaknesses in the pirty lines and 
the party life furnished the opportunity to those like Lin Biao, 
Jiang Qing and Kang Sheng. We must conscientiously find out why the 
will of the entire party and the entire people, for a long period of 
10 years, was not openly and normally expressed...." 
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"As proved by experience repeatedly, we must give serious attention 
to and protect those cadres with the courage to seek the truth from 
the facts and express different opinions; we must maintain a sharp 
Vigilance against those who express their praises vociferously, exag- 
gerate, shift with the wind and engage in political speculation, and 
must never give them important posts." 


"When we sec good cadres in thelr prime shouldering the burden, it is 
seeing the progress and development of the party's cause, and it is 
the same as seeing the realization of the four modernizations." 


Father's resonant words of wisdom crystallized from blood and tears 
fully reflected his deep worries, hopes and faith. 


On his death bed, father's opening and closing lips seemed to be ask- 
ing us over and over again whether we had truly understood his feel- 
ings. His sound!less words again made us feel that he seemed to be 
repeating (Fuqike's) famous remark: "People, I love you! You must 
be vigilant!" 


After father passed away, many elders and friends came to offer their 
condolences and comfort us. Our party has a beneficial tradition: 
Say farewell to the departed with deep feelings; firmly believe in 
the coming generation; encourage people to continue their advance 
with the revolutionary spirit left by the revolutionaries of the 
older generation. It probably is one reason for our party to conti- 
nue to struggle after setbacks and failures and to win victory! 


Father could close his eyes peacefully now. At the critical juncture 
of national perdition in the 1930's and in the painful 10 years when 
the people underwent deep tribulations, he suffered all the miseries 
in the world. However, he never sold his soul, nor abandoned his 
ideal. On the contrary, he waged an indomitable struggle in a unique 
environment. His life was filled with frustrations, yet until death, 
he never regretted the path chosen by him. 


While mourning him with deep sorrow, let us hand over to history the 


posthumous words of the dead and the words of mourning of the living 
for examination and verification!

"BA YI' RECALLS HISTORY OF PLA ON 1 AUGUST ARMY DAY

[Text] Today is our army day. From the 1 Auguet Nanchang uprising in 
1927 until today our army has traveled the long course of passing from 
the worker-peasant Red Army to the Eighth Route Amy, the new Fourth Army 
and the People's Liberation Army. Our army has grown from small to large 
and from weak to strong. It has passed through four periods--the second 
revolutionary civil war period, the period of the war of resistance 
against Japan, the liberation war period and the national defense period 
after 1949, 





Over the past 53 years, our army has suffered defeat and hardships, 
including the setbacks encountered after the Nanchang uprising; the 
failure in the fifth antiencirclement campaign, which caused the loss of 
about 90 percent of the Red Army forces and our base area; and the 
defeats suffered in the 10,000-km strategic retreat.

Regrettably, the Sino=Korean friendship that had been fostered by the 
fresh blood of our army and the Korean People's Army during the war yea: 
was destroyed by some subjective factors during the past few years. 

Also, with abrupt changes in Sino-American relations, particularly with 
the understandings reached in military and diplomatic fields during U.S. 
visits by Vice Premier Deng and Secretary-Ceneral Geng Biao, China's 
verbal acqiescence on issues regarding Southeast Asia and the Korean 
peninsula and the U.S. military presence in Asia, North Korea has exp i- 
enced more misgivings and uneasiness over China's actions.

|Text] The report submitted by the PLA General Political Department to the 
military commission of the CCP Central Committee on improving relations be- 
tween the army and the people should be circulated among PLA units, espe- 
cially those stationed in areas inhabited by minority nationalities. 





Experience has shown that it is easy to undermine relations between the 
army and the people, but it often takes several years, even more than a de- 
cade, to restore or improve such relations. Sometimes, relations appear 
normal but are actually very tense. The masses are very (?unhappy) and 
disillusioned. Minor friction and incidents often lead to bloody conflicts, 
suc as the [place name indistinct! incident and the Wuwei incident in Gansu 
several years ago, the (’two) rebellions in Qinghai in 1976, the two con- 
flicts in Xizgang in 1978, the Akeu incident in Xinjiang in April this year, 
the [words indistinct) incident in Nei Monggol in June this year, and so 
forth. These incidents could have been settled in a peaceful manner by 
loca, government, and there was absolutely no need for the army to get in- 
volved. Because of the army's intervention in a local incident, the focus 
of disagreement was often shifted, and the incident became a conflict be- 
tween the army and the masses. 


Moreover, it must be pointed out that though the army merely acted under 
orders when it suppressed the masses for creating a disturbance, owing to 
changes in the political situation, the commanders and fighters of the PLA 
units involved would often suffer meaningless blows and persecution for what 
they did. For example, in the past 3 years or so, more than 120,000 army 
cadres have been criticized, dismissed, transferred and demobilized, and 
for most of them, it was because they carried out “three support's and two 
military's” taske, or because they took part in suppressing the masses at 
Tiananmen Square or in demonstrations in other cities. 


We are not saying that the army must never turn its guns against anyone at 
home. in the early post-liberation days, our army suppressed the (Wu-si-man) 














and (Jiu=le=he=wi) bandite who were running dogs of U.S. ‘mperialian, 
remnants of Ma Bufan's bandit forces in Qinghai, remnants of Kuomintang for- 
cea in Yunnan and Hainan leland, the (?forces in Xigang), and so forth. Ali 
this was necessary. Our army is duty-bound to deal with the counterrevolu- 
tionary forces at home, 


but, in dealing with the masses creating a disturbance, we should not resort 
to force, (?1t is simple) to handle the unarmed masses with real swords and 
guns, and (?the disturbance) can be put down in a few hours. However, the 
hatred thue created among the masses of the people may last for decades, 
Particularly in areas inhabited by minority nationalities, the army must 

not be employed rashly. it not only will undermine relations between the 
army and the people but will deepen the hostility between nationalities. 


We must not fail to see that, although the party Central Committee has clear- 
ly stipulated that it is necessary to respect the powers of minority nat ion- 
ality cadres and bring their role into full play, the leadership of the 
(?local) party commit .ees and of the military regions often ignore altog. ther 
the opinions of minority nationality cadres on major issues. Even (?some) 
principal party and state leaders have failed ts take the lead in imple- 
menting the policy concerning minority nationality cadres. 





Take the Aksu incident in South Xinjiang for example. If the opinions of 
Comrade Ismail Amat and Comrade Seypidin--to have minority nationality cadres 
contact the masses to settle che disturbance--had been accepted at the 
very beginning, there would have been no need to send PLA units of the South 
Xinjiang Military District to suppress the masses, and the killing and 
wounding of several hundred soldiers and civilians could have been avoided. 


The building of modern national defense is the focus of the army's long- 
range task. The building of modern frontier guards is an important part of 
the modernization of national defense. If (?PLA units) fail to establish 
close relations withthe local residents, the so-called wall of steel, modern 
(?national defense), and so forth are but empty phrases.

[Text] Three veteran cadres in a certain regiment of Jinhua Military Sub- 
district, thinking of the party's cause and keeping the entire situation in 
mind, have recommended that their own subordinates be put in the main lead- 
ership positions. This set a good example for the unf*'s selection of young- 
er cadres and was praised by the broad ranke of officers and men. 


The commander and the political commissar of this regiment were to be reas- 
signed. Who would take the top posts? Deputy political comm, sare Liu 
Zhaoyu (0491 0340 3768), Zhao Chunxian [6392 2504 0103], and Liu Yang [0491 
2799) are all veteran cadres who joined the ranke during the War of Resis- 
tance Against Japan. They felt that, since they were too old, in the lLong- 
term interests of the party and the unit none of them would be suited for 
the top posts, and that outstanding younger cadres should become the com- 
mander and the commissar.

1381] is young and capable. After he was promoted to that position, he was 
open-minded and studious, respected the veteran comrades, and became deeply 
involved in company-level training, at which he was quite successful. [Bat- 
talion] political instructor Fang Peilin (2455 1014 2651] is a cadre who is 
fairly outstanding in political work. He has both ability and political in- 
tegrity, has a good physique, is devoted to the revolutionary cause, and is 
enthusiastic and hard working on the job. The three veteran cadres, toget- 
her with the then director of the political department [zhengzhichu zhuren 
2398 3112 5710 0031 O117), suggested to the higher level party committee 
that Fang Peilin be the political commissar and Cheng Zhaofu the commander 
of the regiment, and that they themselves be assistants to the two men, all 
of them working with one mind and one will for the building up of the unit. 
They also recommended thai training section chief Liu Guangtao [0491 0342

After the [PLA] General Staff Headquarters, General Political Department, 
and General Logistics Department jointly issued a circular on launching sci- 
ence education, all leadership departments of the provincial military dis- 
trict earnestly devoted themselves to providing science education for cadres 
and soldiere. Throughout the district more than 1,000 courses were organ- 
ized and more than 2,100 full-time instructors were assigned to them. These 
instructors put stress on making key points stand out. They conscientiously 
get a good grip on the academic study of cadres who hold posts at the regi- 
mental level and below, who are under 40, and who are graduates of junior 
middle school and below. At the regimental level and above, 60 percent of 
the units run “crash courses” © ~ which there are two periods a year, each 
about a month long, in which one or two junior middle school courses are 
completed. The instructors pay serious attention to the close integration 
of the study of science with a given unit's military training and actual 
work, and they also, on the basis of the unit's equipment requirements at 
the time, determine which courses are needed and offer them. Infantry pla- 
toons or squads [fendui 0433 7130) start with the study of mathematics. At 
the same time that their members are studying the basic course in mathema- 
tics, some technical units, such as naval, artillery, signal, chemical, and 
ordnance units, offer specialized courses in technology, electricity, tur- 
bines, remote control, sound magnetizing [shengci 5116 4318], and radio. 
Hospitals offer courses in chemistry, medicine, and foreign languages. Or- 
ganizations at the regimental level and above focus their studies on aspects 
of modern military science and do research into the operations of foreign 
military forces, with comrades who re graduates of senior middle school and 
above mostly choosing partly specia.ized courses. Course content is flexibly

TWO COUNTIES IN ZHEJIANG IMPROVE MILITIA WORK

Cadres; Wencheng People's Armed Cadres Devote Main Energy to Grasping Mil- 
itia Work"] 


[Text] The party committee of Jinhua County, by conscientiously getting a 
good grip on the removal and replacement of some cadres in the ranks of its 
full-time armed cadres and the selection and assignment of others, has met 
the requirements for concentrating cadre strength in order to build up its 
armed militia. Now there are armed cadres in every district, town, commune, 
and neighborhood in the county. In 34 percent of the communes, each commune 
has two full-time armed cadres. The committee has also attached full im- 
portance to political ideology work among full-time armed cadres, educating 
every one of them to maintain vigilance in peacetime and to work hard at the 
giorious task of militia duties assigned to them by the party under the new 
conditions. The committee has also focused its attention on the fact that 
there are many comparatively new and unprofessional members in the ranks of 
the county's full-time armed cadres, and on the situation in which the work 
of veteran armed cadres cannot keep up with the demands of modern warfae. 
The committee has concentrated its strength on building up the proficiency 
of the full-time armed cadres, organizing them to focus their study on the 
military knowledge embodied in the "three attacks and three defenses," the 
traditional methods of militia combat, and modern guerrilla warfare. 





Focusing on the increased workload for people's armed cadres caused by the 
overall expansion of its armed forces, Wencheng County has adopted three 
solutions to the problems of full-time armed cadres’ being too rigid in their 
stay at selected grass-roots units and of there being too many part-time 
cadres. The solving of this problem has allowed the armed cadres to have 
even more energy for getting a good grip on building up the militia. As one 
solution, when an armed cadre stays t a grass-roots unit, the county dis- 
patches a cadre who is not engaged in production to work in coordination with 
him. In this manner, the armed cadre can concentrate on his grass-roots work 
while also having time to get a grip on the overall work. Another solution 
is to assign only one armed cadre to a unit, not to regularly select the same 














grass-roots unit, and Co have a team that devotes its main energies to the 


militia work of the commune. The last solution is to have two armed cadres 


at the grass-roots unit; one of them stays there, while the other takes 
care of overall work, and [the two] coordinate with each other. With the 
exception that they handle both civil administration and public security 
people's armed cadres as a rule are not part-time cadres, Owing to the 
adoption of the above measures, these cadres have even more energy tor mili 
tia work. The result has been that this year the militia reorganization, 


the overall expansion of the armed forces, and the militia's military train 
ing have all been better than they were last year.

COUNTY IN ZHEJIANG ADAPTS MILITIA TRAINING TO REALITY

[Text] In militia training, the people's armed forces department of Fuyang 
County has proceeded from reality. 


In the past, this training was fettered by rules and regulations, mechani- 
cally following what was laid down by higher levels and losing touch with 
reality. After the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Commit- 
tee, the members of the department, in accordance with the spirit of the 
plenary session, conducted an investigation and study, after which they de- 
cided to break through the conventional rules and regulations and put train- 
ing in touch with reality. Fuyang County is semimountainous. Formerly, 
militiamen throughout the county in their weapon-fire training practiced 
mainly flat trajectory fire at a range of 100 meters. This did not suit 
actual conditions in the county and was of little usefulness in a true bat- 
tle. Therefore, proceeding from reality, they switched the training to 


upward and downward firing, a secondary exercise. In past years all train- 
ing in the county, no matter whether on the plains or in the mountains, con- 


sisted of training in attacking tanks. The members of the department, bas- 
ing [their decision] on the reality that tanks cannot operate in ravines, 
removed the tank-attacking course from training courses for mountainous 
terrain. But since part of the county is flat, especially in several com- 
munes in the Xindeng and Qingyun districts, where the entire terrain is 
flat, they do not neglect training in attacking tanks from both sides of a 
road. At the same time, in their training they have switched from attack- 
ing tanks by pursuing and throwing satchel charges to using landmines u- 
gainst tanks, thus attaining more practical results. 


Moreover, after analyzing modern warfare and the semimountainous character 
of the county, they concluded that attacks by individual soldiers are be- 
coming more and more important. Therefore they have switched the focal 
point in training from attacks by squad level and above to assaults by 
individual soldiers. 


The militiamen have welcomed the people's armed forces department's adap- 
tation to reality in militia training by liberating its thinking and by 
breaking away from convention. Militiamen in all parts of the covaty are 
now training arduously, following the different course methods and contents.

DESCRIPTION, SIGNIFICANCE OF MAXIMUM-RANGE ICBM TEST 
Shanghai WEN HUI BAO in Chinese 28 May 80 p 4

Maximum-Range ICBM Target Exercise" ] 


[Text] On the launching pad stands tall and upright a rocket several tens 
of meters high. Suddenly from its tail spurts a raging flame, and a pall 

of smoke rises around the pad. With a rumble like thunder the rocket slowly 
begins its ascent. After leaving the pad, it quickly becomes a dazzlingly 
bright speck that vanishes over the horizon. This is the scene at the be- 
ginning of a maximum-range target exercise of an intercontinental ballistic 
missile (ICBM] conducted abroad. 


Why Conduct a Maximum-Range Target Exercise? 


For an ICBM to be a weapon, precision in hitting the target is extremely 
important. There are many factors that affect this precision. When it is 
over the target, at an altitude of more than 100 kilometers, it must re- 
enter the atmospheric layer, whereupon, owing to its unusually high speed 
(7.5 kilometers a second), severe friction burns and erodes its nose sur- 
face, deforming the nose and causing the distribution of its mass to not be 
uniform. This can result in sways and rolls in the missile's flighc so that 
it deviates from the predetermined point of all and thus can affect its ac- 
curacy in hitting the target. Also, when an ICBM flies over a given local- 
ity, the missile defense system there can disrupt it by various means, even 
launching antimissiles to intercept it. Therefore, an ICBM must certainly 
possess the capability to penetrate a given locality's defense before it 
can hit its target. For an ICBM to hit a target at its maximum range, it 
must be launched at a predetermined target 8,000 kilometers away. Only by 
passing tests of its accuracy to hit the target of its capability to pene- 
trate defenses, and of other performances can it hecome a weapon for use 

in actual warfare. 


Even though a maximum-range test requires the expenditure of a certain a- 
mount of money, materiel, and time, it is the final crucial test. There- 
fore, countries that develop and manufacture ICBMs pay the utmost attention

to maximum-range target teats, For example, the Soviet Union conducted 29 
such tests on a variety of ICBMs from 1960 to 1978. In the period from Feb- 
ruary 1961 to May 1970 alone, the United States carried out over 540 of 
these teats on the three versions of its "Minuteman" missaile, 


How Ls a Maximum-Range Target Exercise Carried Out? 


A maximum-range tarpet exercise of an ICBM is conducted at three places, 
with the exercise divided into parts based on the missile's launch and flight 
process, viz, proving ground, flight zone, and impact area, The respective 
missions of the three parts are to launch the missile, to track it and pet 
telemetric signals from it, and to observe and measure if at the point oi 
fall. 


The missile proving ground. There are nov nearly 100 fully equipped missile 
proving grounds in the world. As a rule, they are located where the popu- 
lation is sparse, the terrain is flat, and communications are convenient. 

A proving ground comprises a technical position, a launch position, and a 
launch control center. 


At the technical position is the missile measurement and test workshop. Af- 
ter a check by personnel of the workshop has shown that all equipment on 
the missile is functioning up to standard, the missile is taken by a trans- 
port vehicle to the launch position. 


At the launch position is the launching pad, around which are the gantry and 
work towers, the storage bins containing propellant and oxidizer, the opti- 
cal photography equipment, the radio-tracking and telemetric equipment, and 
the firefighting and rescue facility. Not far from the pad is the under- 
ground bunker where the launch is controlled. 


The Launch centrol center, the "nerve center" of the proving ground, is com- 
posed of a meteorological system, a large digital electronic computer, and 
all kinds of display equipment. 


Normally, the testing of an ICBM's ability to hit a target ¢ its maximum 
range should be carried out on a cl: ar day with Little wind; in this way the 
effect of weather on the test can be reduced to a minimum. To this end, it 
is necessary to gather meteorological data along the entire flight zone and 
forward these data to the launch control center, where short-, intermediate- 
and long-range weather forecasts are prepared for the entire zone so that a 
launch time can be decided. 


The communications system in the control center is extremely large. It 
seemingly uses every communications medium, from wired to all radiowave 
bands (medium, long, ultralong, short, and micro) as well as tropospheric 
scatter and satellite. All kinds of information about the entire flight 
zone is passed through this system and collected at the cente., where the 
computer sorts out, records, and instantaneously puts it on the special dis- 


play equipment. 








The display equipment in the center is composed mainly of television screen 
display posels that show how the test is going, The missile-charting pane! 
can show the missile's flight speed and position, elliptical path, and ca! 
culated point of tall; the misatile-condition panel shows such conditions 

as the time since launch and the misesile's attitudinal deviation, Other 
incoming telemetered data can also be put on instantaneous display: the 
all-gone weather panel displays the cloud pattern, air pressure, wind speed, 
and other data for all places within the flight zone. 


To integrate the missile's times of launch, flight, and target atrike, the 
control center has a synchronization system made up of a central time fix- 
ing station and substations, 


The flight zone is the missile's flight path and an area on both sides of 
this path. Along it are set up a series of tracking stations and/or a 
fleet of observation ships. Their mission is to track and observe the mis- 
sile in flight as well as to transmit to the control center telemetric data 
received from the missile. Usually the ICBM flight zone selected is far 
from large cities or important industrial centers 89 as to guard against 
the contingency of the missile's falling in the zone by accident. 


A tracking station usually comprises a radar observation system, optical 
tracking equipment, a telemetric system, and a remote control command sys- 
tem. The radar system is charged with the task of making instantaneous, 
accurate observations of the missile's flight path, and also of defending 
the zone. The opcical tracking equipment measures the missile's angle of 
sight and azimuth while continuously photographing the missile's position, 
bearing, and oscillation. The telemetric system receives telemetric sig- 
nals that enable it to know immediately the functioning, condition, te.- 
perature, and pressure of every part of the missile. The remote control 
command system is charged with the task of maintaining safety in the flight 
zone. If, based on the information and data it receives, the launch con- 
trol center discovers something abnormal in the missile's flight, its per- 
sonnel can, through the remote control mechanism, issue a command that 
changes the missile's operation or blows it up. 


The impact area is defined as that area into which targets are set. This 
area for the United States is an elliptically shaped region in the Pacific 
Ocean in the vicinity of Wake Island and of the Eniwetok and Kwajalein 
atolls in the Marshall Islands. For the Soviet Union's first ICBM test, 
on 20 January 1960, the impact area was a rectangularly shaped region in 
the Pacific 134 by 267 kilometers. 


The impact area chosen is generally in the middle of a vast ocean, at some 
distance from big or small islands and clear of mior air or sea lanes on 
every side. The climatic changes in this ocean area should be small, with 
fairly calm winds and waves. The mission in the impact area depends for 
its completion on observation ships, aircraft, and submarines, as well as 
on some equipment on nearby is!ands. 





When the LCBM is tlying im the upper sky above the impact area, radars on 
the observation ships chart jts path, calculate its point of tall, and 
measure the effect of the burning and erosion of the missile's nose when it 
reenters the atmosphere as well as ite operational status, and transmits 
these data to the launch control center, 


In order to test the ICBM's ability co penetrate defenses, equipment set 

up near the impact area simulates an enemy's system of defense. After suc- 
cessfully penetrating this defense, the ICBM plunges into the ocean. At 
this time, a pilotless airplane equipped with cameras takes continuous pic- 
tures that record the distance and position of the missile's nose from te 
target. Meanwhile, an underwater marine acoustics detector picks up the 
sound of the explosion produced when the missile nose splashed down, takes 
4 sounding on the position of the nose in the water and transmits this po- 
sition to the observation ships. The nose is then salvaged. The United 
States has now developed a two-man submarine that can search for a.d retrieve 
a missile nose. 


Significance of a Successful Maximum-Range Target Exercise 


Space technology touches upon every aspect of science and technology. The 
success of an ICBM maximum-range target exercise is an indication that a 
country's space technology has developed to a new level. In the decade of 
the 1960's, the Soviet Union and the United States announced, one after the 
other, that they had successfully carried out such an exercise. This drew 
the serious attention of every country in the world. 


An ICBM maximum-range target exercise is also a comprehensive test of the 
technical capability and reliability of the equipment at the missile launch 
position, on the earth's surface, and beneath the ocean. It is an important 
indication of the modernization of a country's defense.

CONTRADICTION THEORY DISCUSSED

the Principal and Secondary Posttions of the Two Opposites--is It a 
Universal Principle’”] 


[Text]! Philosophical circles have long had this viewpoint: The two 
opposites in contradiction are divided into the principal aspect and 
secondary aspect; the principal aspect and the secondary aspect transform 
into each other under certain conditions; the principal and secondary 
aspects exchange positions and a change in the nature of things ensues. 
Is this viewpoint correct? This viewpoint is true in some contradictions 
but not for others and is therefore not a universal principle true of all 
contradictions. 


First, the division of the principal and secondary aspects in contra- 
diction is not universal, 


The opposites in contradiction are divided into the principal and secondary 
aspects on the basis of the imbalance of the opposites in contradiction. 
The so-called balance or imbalance, that is the equilibrium or disequili- 
brium, of the opposites in contradiction refers to the comparison between 
the forces of the opposites in contradiction and has no other implications. 
As a form of expression of the opposites in contradiction, the division 

of the principal aspect and the secondary aspect in contradiction is 
related to the problem of the comparison between the forces of the 
opposites in contradiction. Does the problem of the comparison between 
the forces exist in the opposites in all contradictions? We have seen 
that the problem of the comparison between the forces does really exist 

in the two opposites in a portion of contradictions. For example, the 
problem of comparison between great and small strength and between strong 
and weak forces of the opposites in contradiction exists in the class 
struggle and in war against enemies. As regards such similar contra- 
dictions, it is practical and significant for us to divide the two 
opposites into the principal and secondary aspects. However, contradic- 
tions in the objective world differ in thousands of ways. Although t 
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two opposites in some contradictions are interdependent and interactive, 
they do not involve the problem of comparison between great aud vmall 
itrength and between strong and weak forces. As regards this kind of 
contradietion, we cannot apply or copy mechanically che pattern of 
dividing the opposites in contradictlos fato the principal and secondary 

secte. ta the eoatradtetion between the south and the north aagnet le 
poles in @ Magnetic fleld, we see that if we cut olf a magnet, the 
noutral ceater will be polarized. However, the result of doing this is 
that the two original poles still remain unchanged. Obviously, it is 
abeurd to call the south magnetic pole or the north magnetic pole the 
principal aspect of the contradiction. In mathematics, that positive 
and negative are equivalent, irrespective of which side is positive and 
which negative, holds good not only in analytical geometry, but still 
more in physics. Can we divide positive and negative into the principal 
and secondary aspects’ Again, no. Analysis and synthesis constitute 
one of the fundamental forms of the movement of the thinking of mankind 
and of these two, “inatead of one-sidedly lauding one to che skies at 
the expense of the other, we should seek to apply each of them in its 
place.” (C'Selected Works of Marx and Engels" Volume 3, page 548) 


(hese two opposites in contradiction cannot be divided into the principal 
and secondary aspects, not to mention the mutual transformation of the 
principal and secondary positions. 


Secondly, the interactive strength of the two opposites in some contradic- 
tions is imbalanced. We cannot treat equally the action of A on B and the 
reaction of B on A, and this imbalance is not only a distinction in 
quantity but also a difference in quality. It is not scientific to apply 
the concepts of the “principal aspect" or the “secondary aspect" to the 
positions and action of the two opposites in this kind of contradiction. 
in fact, the positions and action of the two opposites in contradiction 
cannot be mutually transformed, not to mention the problem of the mutual 
transformation of the principal and secondary positions. As examples we 
use two pairs of contradictions, material and spirit, and economics and 
politics, to explain this problem. 


Ihe relations between material and spirit are the supreme problem of the 
whole of philosophy. In this pair of contradictions, the positions and 
action of the two opposites surely cannot be treated equally. Sprit is 
derived from material, material is primary and spirit is secondary. The 
action of material on spirit is a decisive action, while the action of 
spirit on material is a reaction. The decisive action and the reaction 
are not a distinction in quantity but a difference in quality. However 
big the reaction, it is still a reaction and in the final analysis, it 
is derived from the decisive action and cannot replace the decisive 
action. Between material and spirit, there is no problem of which is 
principal and which secondary and no problem of comparison between big 
and small forces of action, but a problem of from whom one is derived 
ind by whom one is determined. The viewpoint of calling material the 
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of a contradiction and holding that these principal and secondary posi- 
tions can be mutually transformed under certain conditions is therefore 
improper, As Lenin emphasized, the antithesis between material and spirit 
in of “absolute” signifleance, That is to say, material is primary, 
apirit is secondary and the positions and action of the two opposites in 
contradiction can never be mutually transformed, If we deny this, it 
means that we admit that material can be derived from spirit. This ts 
obviously ridiculous, To understand it this way, it appears to be a bit 
too “absolute” and it is because of this "absolute" that we can implement 
dialectical materialism to the end and draw a clear demarcation in dualism 
mutually determined by material and spirit. It is true that through 
practice, material can be transformed to (not directly change into) 
spirit and through practice, spirit can be transformed to (not directly 
change into) material. Sut this is not the mutual transformation of the 
primary and secondary and decisive action and reaction. Subjective 
idealism has often grasped dialectical materialist recognition of spiritual 
reaction and infinitely exaggerated its reaction so as to draw the 
conclusion that material is derived from spirit. This is worth our 
attention. 


The positions and action of the two opposites in contradiction, economics 
and politics, also cannot be mutually transformed in the course of social 
development. 


Economics is the base and politics the concentrated expression of economics. 
In discussing the interaction of economics and politics, Engels pointed 
out: "Among these the economic ones are ultimately decisive. But the 
political ones, etc, and indeed even the traditions which haunt human 

minds also play a part, although not the decisive one." ("Marx Engels: 
Selected Works," Volume 4, page 478) Economics acts decisively on politics 
but the reaction of politics on economics can only expedite or hinder 
economic development. The decisive action of economics and the reaction 

of politics not only have distinction in quantity but also difference in 
quality. Economics is in a decisive position while politics is ina 
position which is determined by others. The positions and mutual relations 
of these two cannot be reversed and transformed. 


There is such a view: Under general circumstances, the principal and 
secondary positions of the two opposites in contradiction, economics 

and politics, cannot be transformed; under certain conditions, politics 
can be transformed into the principal aspect of the contradiction and 

can therefore act decisively on economics. This view lumps together 
problems of two different categories. One is the problem concerning the 
positions and action of the two opposites in cont~adiction, economics and 
polities, and the other is the problem concerning people's choosing of 
work focus in a certain historical period. So far as revolutionary party 
members are concerned, in a certain historical period, whether political 
reform or economic development is the major task will surely change 
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according to the change in tlae and conditions, When the economy cannot 
develop without political reform, the reform of politics will become the 
essential and decisive task. When the reactionary political superstructure 
represented by the "gang, of four" hindered our countiy's soclalist economy 
‘rom development, it was the major cask of the whole party and all people 
throughout the country to unite and resolutely smash the "gang of four's" 
reactionary domination. Only by doing so could we achieve the great plan 
of the four modernizations. "Transformed politics" and politics and 
"economic development" and economy have different connotative notions. 

If, through the discussion on the problem of which is the wajor task, 
transformed politics or economic development, we try to prove which one 

of the two opposites in the political and economic contradictions plays 
the decisive part, logically, we run counter to the law of identity. 

Of course, there are differences and connections between these two 
problems. That transformed politics becomes the major task is, in the 
final analysis, determined by the necess.ty of the economic movement. 

The emergence of the so-called "certain conditions" cannot prove that 
politics has already been transformed to the position of the principal 
aspect of the contradiction and reaction has become the decisive action. 
On the contrary, this important juncture of historical development is the 
time when the economy acts decisively on politics. In the final analysis, 
it was the necessity of the socialist economy that played a decisive part 
in putting forward and fulfilling the political tasks of smashing the 
"sang of four.” The feudal fascist dictatorship pursued by the "gang 

of four" was fundamentally incompatible with socialist public ownership. 
erthrowing the reactionary domination by the "gang of four" was the 
necessary demand of the socialist economy and this demand was irresistible. 
lhe decisive action of economy on politics is not only embodied at the 
stage of the quantitative change in social historical development, but 
also in a concentrated way at the stage of the qualitative change in the 
social historical change which is the juncture of historical development. 
lf we only admit that the stage of the quantitative change is the stage 
when the economy determines politics and deny that the stage of the 
qualitative change is the stage when economy acts decisively on politics, 
this viewpoint substantially advocates that historical development is, 

in the final analysis, determined by politics. Therefore, it fundamentally 
deviates from historical materialism. 


is the negation of the mutual transformation of the principal and secondary 
positions of the opposites in contradiction between economy and politics 
a mechanical materialist viewpoint? No. As Lenin pointed out, the 
second half of the historical mechanical materialists is materialist 

and their first half is idealist, that is to say, they are idealists in 
the historical sphere. They have not fundamentally raised their under- 
standing to the level that economics determines politics. Therefore, 
they are not in a position to talk about whether it is admitted that 
polities determines the economy under certain conditions. In economic 
and political relations, the difference between dialectical materialism 
and materialism which lacks dialectics is that the former admits the 
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reaction of politics on economy while the latter negates this reaction, 
As regards whether it is admitted that the reaction of politics can be 
transformed into decisive action, the true nature of the difference Lies 
in whether we adhere to dialectical materialism to the end, 


Second, under certain conditions, the principal aspect of the opposites 
in contradiction is transformed into the position of the secondary aspect 
and the corresponding secondary aspect is also transformed into the 
position of the principal aspect with the result that a change in the 
miture of things will ensue. Is there any such instance? Yes. For 
example, in the contradiction and struggle between the bourgeoisie and 
proletariat, the one which occupies a dominant position and is in the 
position of the principal aspect of the contradiction will determine the 
nature of the regime. It will be either the dictatorship of the bourgeot- 
sie or the dictatorship of the proletariat. However, we must see that 
generally speaking, the qualitative change of things is the process in 
which old contradiction is replaced by new contradiction. The antago- 
nistic contradiction between the slave-owner class and the slave class 
existed in slave society. The slave-owner class was the principal aspect 
of the contradiction while the slave class was the secondary aspect of 
the contradiction. When the slave system was replaced by the feudal 
system, the slave class was not transformed into the position of the 
principal aspect of the contradiction, that is to say, it was not trans- 
formed into the dominant position occupied by the original slave-owner 
class. The slave-owner class and slave class perished together and their 
positions were replaced respectively by the landlord class and the 
peasantry. The transformation from the slave system to the feudal system 
was a qualitative change in the social system and this qualitative change 
was not achieved by the exchange of the positions of the principal and 
secondary aspects of the two opposites of the old contradictions. 


To sum up what have been mentioned above, we see: The two opposites of 
some contradictions are divided into the principal and secondary aspects 
and the positions of the principal and secondary aspects can be mutually 
transformed; the two opposites of some contradictions cannot be divided 
into the principal and secondary aspects and the positions of the principal 
and secondary aspects cannot be mutually transformed; the mutual trans- 
formation of the positions of the principal and secondary aspects of the 
two opposites of some contradictions will cause a change in the nature 
of things, the change in the nature of some things is not caused by the 
exchange of the positions of the two opposites of the contradictions but 
is achieved by the replacing of old contradictions by new contradictions. 
Therefore, the so-called mutual transformation of the positions of the 
principal and secondary aspects ot the two opposites in contradiction is 
not a universal principle applicable to all contridictions. If we 
exaggerate our understanding which is true in nature and apply it beyond 
the sphere where it can be applied, we are bound to make mistakes. 
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ihe Marxist cheory of Knowledge tells us that summarizing, expressing 

and stating universal philosophical principles cannot be completed at 

one time, Some philosophical conclusions which people originally regarded 
as universal principles will be found to be not universally applicable 

is time passes, practice develops and understanding is deepened. This 
phenomenon is normal and conforms to the law of the development of the 
understanding of mankind, Facts have proven that the summarizing, 
expressing and stating of the universal philosophical principles must 
develop in accordance with the development of practice and understanding. 
We must revise, supplement and develop that part which has been already 
proved to be inaccurate and incorrect after the test of practice, so as 
to make it more correct and perfect.

FORUM ON CHINESE OPERA DEVELOPMENT HELD IN BEIJING

[Excerpts] Beijing, 31 Jul--How to develop China's old but rich tradi- 
tional opera and make it flourish so that it can accommodate the require- 
ments of the new historical period is an issue that was warmly discussed 
at a forum on opera repertoire held 12-31 July. 


The forum reviewed progress over the last 3 decades in reforming Chinese 
opera and summed up previous experience and lessons. It pointed out that 
Chinese opera, which verged on extinction during the cetastrophic decade, 
has not only revived but also achieved new progress, and that it has 
been very encouraging that opera has succeeded in expressing historical 
subjects and portraying the characters of the proletarian revolutionaries 
of the older generation by means of operatic art. 


The attendants pointed out that the major problems regarding Chinese opera 
today are that the needs of the opera groups cannot be met because of a 
shortage of modern and newly adapted historical opera and because of a 
shortage of fine and properly adapted opera among the reinstated tradi- 
tional opera; that the contingent of opera workers must be consolidated 
and improved; and that management of opera groups and repertoires has to 
be strengthened. 


rhe forum maintained thot the primary tasks of opera should be to foster 
the people's patriotism and encourage their heroism in revolutionary 
struggle and productive labor; to encourage and popularize all opera 
that propagates antiaggression, antioppression, love for the motherland, 
freedom and labor; and to commend the people's justice and kindhearted 
characters. On the other hand, opera that peddles feudalistic and 
slavish morality, barbarism, terrorism and obscenity and that vilifies 
and humiliates the working people must be opposed. Controversial opera 
must be appraised by the masses through free discussion and experimental 
performances. 


The forum maintained that, regarding the ideological contents of the 
traditional opera, feudalistic dross must be rejected and democratic 
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essence must be tostered in accordance with the principle of weeding 
through the old to bring forth the new. We must realize that the people 
want those operas that give them an esthetic feeling and that foster 
noble values. In this regard, the ideological contents of such operas 
should not be interpreted with excessive narrowmindedness.

The fundamental difference between this slogan and “literature and art to 
serve politics” Lies in the fact that “literature and art to serve the peo- 
ple and socialism" shows that literature and art is the spokesman of the 
people. 


If literature and art is to serve politics, it will depict politics in diagram 
form, one flower alone will be allowed to bloom, certain deceptive and 
fraudulent literature and art will appear, and leading persons will resort 

to organizational means to interfere in literature and art. 


Literature and art is the people's spokesman. It speaks for all the people, 
except a handful of hostile elements. This insures that literature and art 

















has a very wide variety of subject matter, from workers aud peasants to 
intellectuals and from heroes to small figures. in addition, this can in- 
sure that literature and art can speak the truth and concretely reflect 
all kinds of social problems and changes. This kind of Literature and art 
can better suit the soctal functtons of literature and art itself, 


Literature and art is the reflection of the secial life of man. Apart from 
politics, human society also embraces politics, economics, military affairs, 
culture and so on. In the past literature and art was only allowed to re- 
flect polities, This was obviously improper. It hindered the development 
of literature and art. 


lhe RENMIN RIBAO editorial said: "We should encourage all artistic explora-

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COSTUME DESIGNER REVIVING ART LOST IN CULTURAL REVOLUTION

beijing opera costume designs, Yin Yuanzhen, is now busily taking notes 
on every design he can recall.

Yin Yuanzhen has designed 600 costumes, head-dresses and footwear of 
Beijing operas. He has also written a book on the various schools of opera 
costume design. 


He is now deputy director of the Beijing Workshop of Opera Costumes in 
7Zhushikou (Pearl Market). 


He is particularly good at depicting dragons, regarded as awesome in 
ancient China. The dragons he designs fly among the clouds or thrash 
about in the sea, vivid, magnificent, breath-taking. 


"The role of the costume designer is somewh:t like that of a magician," 
he said, smiling. He recalled that when the most famous “Huadan," Mei 
Lanfang, playing the leading lady, was a fat 60-year-old man, he came to 
Yin Yuanzhen for help in playing a beauty in her 20's. A dress was 
created that presented the actor as svelte and elegant. Mei Lanfang often 
went to him leter for new opera costumes. 


Born in Hebei Province, Yin Yuanzhen learned the art of costume designing 
at the age of 14, 


His wife, a son, a daughter and Yin Yuanzhen now work on opera costume 
designs together. 


Yin Yuanzhen is now writing two books on "Baguayi" (costumes with eight 
diagrams used in divination) and gowns with python designs (costumes 
for high-ranking feudal officials).

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ARCHAEOLOGICAL FINDS MADE IN SHAANXI PROVINCE 
OWO50716 Beijing XINHUA in English 0705 GMT 5 Aug 80 


[Text! Xi'an, August 5 (Xinhua)--A 226-kilo round ding-tripod (a cooking 
vessel) dating back about 3,000 years was found by a peasant in an ancient 
tomb while doing a building project in Chunhua county, Shaanxi Province. 


This is the largest such bronze tripod found in China. Previously, a 
four-legged bronze vessel of the Shang dynasty (about 16th century--about 
llth century B.C.) was found in Anyang County, Henan Province. It weighs 
875 kilogrammes. 


In addition to the usual two handles, the newly-discovered ding-tripod 

has three handles on its underside. The overall shape and pattern suggest 
that the ding dates from the early western Zhou dynasty (about 11th 
century--771 B.C.). 


After the discovery, the Shaanxi Institute of Achaeology and the Cultural 
Centre of Chunhua county made a survey of the area around the ancient 
tomb and discovered, in addition to some burial grounds, the site of 
several dwellings, ancient ovens, fragments of li (a cauldron with hollow 
legs for cooking meat and grain), jars, some dou (a hemispherical bowl 

on a high stem with a spreading foot) and some steamers. 


Unearthed simultaneously with the ding were two bronze gui (a deep 
circular vessel used as a food container). 


Because the tomb apparently had been robbed long ago, no epitaph revealing 
the name of the tomb's occupant was found. Judging from the tomb struc- 
ture and the inner and outer coffins, this is a medium-sized tomb of tie 
western Zhou dynasty and the occupant was the head of a vassal state or 

a high-ranking official. 


The discovery of the relics, tomb and sites provides material for studying 
the distribution of the population and social conditions in the earlier 
western Zhou dynasty, especially the burial system of the time.
